PACIFIC BERRY is also a cross betwee

we have found them about the finest quality 
canned of any berry we have tried. ie 

Nectaberry, Cascade or Pacific berry tip 
plants 25c each; 3, 60c; 6, $1.00; Nectar and 
Pacific 25, $3.00. 

JUMBOBERRY — Similar to Youngberry 
but sweeter when ccoked. Was our favorite 
berry for canning for quite a number of years. 
A fine berry for those who do not like an acid 
. berry. 

BINGLEBERRY — A cross between wild 
blackberry and eastern dewberry. Quite hardy 
and firm berry and heavy producer of good 
size blackberries. 

Jumbcoberry and Bingleberry tips 5, 50c; 
12, $1.00. 

FAIRMORE STRAWBERRY — A cross 
between Fairfax and Klakemore. A good qual- 
ity berry. Plants 25, 40c; 50, 60c; 100, $1.00. 

GEMZATA — everbearing strawberry is 
a cross between Gem and Wayzata (Rockhill). 
Highly recommended in the east. 25. plants 
$1.00. 


Grapes 


AMERICAN 

LUCILE — A good quality red grape with 
medium large bunch and berry. Ripens quite 
early. 

CAMPBELL’S EARLY — Large bunch 
and berry and fine quality. One of the finest 
blue grapes for the Pacific Northwest. 

McPIKE — This is another fine blue 
grape with large size cluster and berry and 
fine quality. Just a little later than Campbell's 
Early. 


HUBBARD — Another early blue grape 


-with fine quality. 


HARTNEL — This blue grape is claimed 
to be a sort of Concord, but larger, sweeter 
and ripens about a week earlier. ‘ 

KING — Is another blue grape of the 
Concord type, but considerably larger. It 
would be hard to say which of the above was 
the best all around blue grape. 

The following are all fine American 
grapes introduced by New York Experiment 
Station. 


SENECA — Is almost pure vinifera, rip- 
ens early, has yellow berries of very fine qual- 
ity, and is a good keeper. Berry and cluster 
medium size. 

PORTLAND — A white grape of very 
fine quality, medium large bunch and berry, 
and one of the earliest to ripen. 

ONTARIO — Quite similar to Portland, 
but ripens a few days later and is a little 
stronger grcwer. 

REPLEY — Another white grape ripening 
just after Ontario, with medium size berry 
and clusters and about the sweetest grape we 
have fruited. 

GOLDEN MUSCAT — This grape pro- 
duces very large handsome clusters, well filled 
with large, oval, golden, meaty berries, with 
muscat flavor, and have been ripening early 
encugh to mature in this section. 

FREDONIA — A fine medium early blue 
grape of good quality. Very highly recom- 
mended in the east. Has not shown up so well 
for us. 

SHERIDAN — A blue grape with larger 
bunches and berries than ‘Concord, fine quality 
and good keeper. We have kept these till after 
Thanksgiving. Ripens about with Concord or 
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a trifle later. 

KEUKA — A dark red grape with medi- 
um size cluster and berries. Clusters are very 
compact. The flesh is crisp and juicy with a 
sweet vinifera flavor. Ripens with Concord or 
a trifle later. We have kept these in common 
storage to the first of February. 


EUROPEAN GRAPES 


PEARL OF CSABA — This is a Muscat 
type that has been widely advertised as the 
earliest ripening grape in California. Seems 
to be a gocd yielder here and ripens almost as 
early as Ontario. It is being largely planted 
in eastern Washington. It is a medium size 
cluster and berry and fairly good quality. 

EARLY MUSCAT — Another Muscat 
type grape that ripens about with Pearl of 
Csaba. The berries are medium size and fairly 
large cluster. A white grape cf very fine 
quality. We consider this the best of the 
European grapes for this section. 

CROATION BLUE — A new European 
grape that is claimed to ripen in September in 
Portland, Ore. With us they have been just 4 
little late tc: mature. They are a large berry 
with very large compact cluster, and bear 
heavily.
